A proposed truck route ordi- 
nance which provoked com- 
ment from Palo Alto city offi- 
cials last week has been made 
even more stringent by the 
Menlo Park City Council. 

Councilmen expect to act on 
the revised measure at their 
regular meeting Tuesday night. 

The original plan in es- 
sence banned trucks from 
turning left from Willow 
Road to Middlefield Road 
which leads into Palo Alto. 
Councilman James Calloway 

said at Tuesday night’s ad- 
journed regular meeting that 
this would only cause truckers 
to turn right, use congested 
Ravenswood Avenue to reach 
El] Camino Real and reach Palo 
Alto that way. 

“We've just finished talking 
about a $2,000,000 plan to re- 
‘lieve the Ravenswood Avenue 
situation and now we're talk- 
ing about putting more traffic 
on it,’ Calloway said. 

The plan he referred to is 
the proposed Ravenswood 
underpass at the SP rail- 
road tracks and El Camino 
Real. 

City Manager John R. John- 
son agreed that added truck 
traffic on Ravenswood would 
not be desirable. 

Then the council agreed to 
amend the original plan which 
had Willow Road and Middle- 
field Road listed as through 
truck routes. Under the revised 
setup, only trucks with destin- 
ations inside Menlo Park will 
be allowed to use Willow and 
the section of Middlefield be- 
tween Willow and Ravenswood. 

City Attorney John Jor- 
genson said that the city has 
the right to control traffic 
in any manner it desires — 
but said the truck route pro- 
posal will be difficult to en- 
force. 

Councilman Ira Bonde ac- 
knowledged the difficulties but 
said the city should adopt it 
anyhow and “see what hap- 

‘pens.” 

Two trucking firm represen- 
tatives pleaded with the coun- 
cil not to act without further 
study. 

They were Phil Eldredge, 
executive manager of the Engi- 
neering and Grading Contrac- 
tors Association, and James D. 
Baker, public relations direc- 
tor for Oregon-California-Ne- 
vada Fast Freight Co. 

Council members appeared 
disposed to discuss truck- 
ing access problems in gen- 
eral with the executives at a 
future date, but didn’t indi- 
cate that they wanted to 
change their minds on acting 
on the revised truck route 
plan. 

The council members also 
took a quick look at City Engi- 
neer Edwin Smith’s proposed 
budget of street and road im- 
provements for 1963-64 which 
qualify for state gas tax funds. 

Biggest proposed project is 
reconstruction of Glenwood 
Avenue from El] Camino Real 
to Laurel Street. Smith esti- 
mates the cost as $18,000. 

The once-controversial con- 
struction of a short portion of 


Avenue and the county boun- 
dary at Flood Park is also in- 
cluded. It’s estimated as cost- 
ing $13,000. 

Other proposed projects 
include complete reconstruc- 
tion on Avy Avenue between 


Santa Cruz Avenue and 
Cloud Avenue, plus some 
land acquisition there to 


help ease a bad traffic situa- 
tion, Smith said. The esti-

Menlo Park’s population offi- 
cially was 28,750 as of last 
Monday, City Manager John R. 
Johnson reported to city coun- 
cilmen Tuesday night. 


This is an increase of 1559 
over the 1960 census, said the 
city manager, and represents 
about $11,000 in additional gas 
tax and motor vehicle fee sub- 
ventions from the state of Cal- 
ifornia. 

The increase is somewhat 
disappointing to the adminis- 
tration. They’d expected, on 


the basis of building permits 


and other sources, that the to- 
tal would be closer to 30,000 — 
meaning that much more sub- 
ventions.

All incumbent's were return- 
ed in area school elections 
Tuesday, and permissive tax 
rate measures passed handily 
in the Menlo Park and Portola 
Valley school districts. 

Countywide, a proposition 
which would have made the 

county superintendent of 
schools’ job appointive was de- 
feated; a so-called “pro-Raffer- 
ty slate” of candidates for the 
county school board was round- 
ly drubbed. 

There were a few surpris- 
es, however; attorney Leon 
Shiells showed tremendous 
vote-getting strength in the 
Ravenswood Elementary 
School District area, where 
he lives. He was a candidate 
for the Sequoia High School 
District board. 


In the contest for the south 
county representative on the 
county board of education, Por- 
tola Valley’s Perry West was 
challenged strongly by Frank 
R. Arnold, and won by a 3400 
margin in an election in wnich 
36,700 votes were cast. 

In the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School 
about 33 per cent of the voters 
cast ballots, the “‘1000 automa- 
tic no” votes were in evidence. 

A total of 1014 ballots were 
cast against the proposal to 
raise the district’s permissive 
tax rate to $2.16 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, in spite of 
the fact that failure of the mea- 
sure would have meant a drop 
in the tax rate to the statutory 
limit of 90 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation.

Truck Ordinance Might 
Have Been Needed, Anyhow 


There are several ways of looking at Menlo Park’s new 
truck control ordinance, adopted as an emergency measure 
by the city council last week. 


One way of looking at it is to consider it a necessary 
evil, made so by the intransigence of our neighboring city 
to the south — an enclave which along with Stanford Uni- 
versity seems to have set on a policy of having its traffic 
problems solved in other jurisdictions. 


Another way of looking at it is that it’s long overdue. 


The cost of rebuilding Willow Road, as was recently 
done, was made necessary by the fact that it carries more 
than its fair share of trucks, and many of these serve the 
downtown business district of Palo Alto, rather than the 
needs of the citizens and businesses of Menlo Park. 


Another interpretation of the same line of thinking lies 
in the fact that, without it, trucks have periodically wended 
their way through residential districts, not only subjecting 
the streets to undue strain but also endangering young 
children who, not always paragons of heedfulness, might 
be in the street. 

We incline rather to concur with expressed opinion 
of Mayor William R. Lawson, who rightly believes that 
trucks are essential to modern living but who also thinks 
all cities should set up routes so they can maintain their 
fair share of the truck traffic burden. 


Beyond this, we believe that sooner or later — even 
without the stimulus provided by the abuse of Menlo 
Park space implicit in Palo Alto’s existing truck ordinance 
—some sort of regulation would have been necessary. 
The streets of Menlo Park form a bad layout on which 
to designate a “through” route in any direction. Merely 
trying to get from one part of town to another requires a 
series of right-angle turns, tours through residential sec- 
tions, blockings of vision and the like for any motorist or 
truck operator. Spelling out the route might have been 
deferred until a route along which there were fewer family 
residences than along others could be identifeid. 

As it is, we have a truck control ordinance in being 
now.

Let’s ALL Heed 
Majority Will 


This is written before the results of Tuesday’s school 
elections were known. 


No matter what the outcome of the election, residents 
of the community should remember that the majority rules, 
that the persons elected have been commissioned by the 
majority to conduct school business in a manner consistent 
with their campaign statements and/or previous records. 
It well behooves those who voted for losing candidates 
to concede defeat gracefully — at least until the time of the 
next school election. 

The “will of the majority” can, we know, exert a terrible 
tyranny over a minority. Honest dissenters with that will 
of the majority have to console themselves with the thought 
that they'll have their innings another day. 

It’s a tough job, though, to accede to the majority's 
will — whatever it may be — in the case of a minority view 
of what should be done in the field of education. Philosophy 
is involved here, something serious to most people. The 
educational future of the young is involved —a subject of 
great seriousness to others. And money is involved —a 
consideration which causes the adrenalin to squirt in still 
other cases. 

But as they say in the case of national elections, let's 
all bury the hatchet until the next time around.

Mixed Blessings 
Of Recent Storms 


Late winter storms have been making a procession 
across Menlo Park, resulting in full creeks and reservoirs 
and giving the grass a good moisture reserve on which to 
grow during the coming months. 

Gardeners and livestock growers are happy with the 
prospect. 

But the late winter rains also have caused the under- 
cutting of some creek banks, particularly along San Fran- 
cisquito Creek in this area. Thus creek-bank residents must 
look with mixed feelings on the rains and their otherwise 
happy effect. 

Unfortunately, stabilizing creek banks is expensive; 
one estimate for the work runs to about $100 a linear foot. 
This is more than any householder we know would care to 
come up with; it means $5000 for a 50-foot lot. 

Unfortunately also, funds from political entities don’t 
seem readily available. We hear of federal disaster relief 
funds, but they’re only available after the catastrophe has 
occurred; we hear of county plans for matching funds and 
there’s a county-wide drainage plan in the works, but ap- 
parently no money available for an individual project 
from that source; we hear of proposed drainage districts, 
but they invariably fail to grow to fruition because the 
“upstream” owners see no reason to help pay for cost of 
solving problems which they regard as belonging to others. 

Realistically, most if not all water courses in the area 
will sooner or later have to be straightened and possibly 
lined, so they can more effectively handle the flow of water. 
This is so because built-upon land doesn’t absorb and hold 
water like bare land. 

It would be better to start thinking about such prob- 
lems now, rather than wait until some major catastrophe 
reminds us of the need.

All of us realize only too well 
that any form of it is repug- 
nant to the basic principles of 
our American society. Yet to 
develop legislation which will 
prevent any kind of it, and still 
be fair to all, is not easy. 

A number of bills have been 
introduced in our current ses- 
sion which propose extensions 
of existing anti-discrimination 
legislation in various ways. All 


are supported by the state ad- 
ministration, so their passage 
in some version is anticipated 
by many. 

One of the most important 
of these measures, and one 
which has already aroused 
considerable controversy, re- 
lates to prevention of discri- 
mination in housing. The bill 
has been heard by the As- 
sembly Committee on Gov- 
ernmental Efficiency and 
Economy, and was sent to 
the floor with a recommen- 
dation for passage. 


The bill would expand the 


existing law which prohibits 
discrimination on account of 
race, color, religion, national 
origin or ancestry in connec- 
tion with any housing assisted 
by public financing, to all kinds 
of housing, including all pri- 
vately owned housing, except 
single-unit dwellings occupied 
by owners as residences. 

The types of acts prohibited 
remain the same: it is unlawful 
to refuse to sell or rent hous- 
ing to persons of a minority 
group; to discriminate against 
them in the terms or condi- 
tions of sale or rental, or to 
make any inquiries as to their 


status as members of a minor-

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ity group. 

Other important changes 
made by the measure include 
the coverage of real estate 
brokers and salesmen among 
specifically affected, and the 
inclusion of any persons or fi- 
nancial institutions to whom 
application is made for finan- 
cial help on housing. 

The expanded law would 
be enforced by the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commis- 
sion, in contrast to court en- 
forcement of present law on 
public housing. 

The procedures it could fol- 
low are spelled out in the bill, 
and contain provision for ob- 
taining court action to prevent 
disposal or rental of housing 
under Commission investiga- 
tion. Violations of the act 
would be misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by fine or county jail 
sentence. 

Proponents of the bill main- 
tain that its enactment is ne- 
cessary to prevent discrimina- 
tion in housing which forces 
many people to live under sub- 
standard, unhealthful, unsani- 
tary, and crowded conditions. 

Such conditions, they state, 
have caused increased rates of 
crime, disease, fire, and juve- 
nile delinquency. Therefore, 
such discrimination is contrary 
to the health and welfare of 
the people of California. 

Opponents of the propos- 
ed law say that its enactment 
would not end discrimination 
in housing, but would drive 
the practice underground. 

They maintain that it would 
result in further whittling 
away of the principle of pri- 
vate property, and added re- 
strictions on owners’ freedom 
of use. 

They argue that it would 
have an adverse affect on the 
real estate market, and there- 
fore on the whole economic fa- 
bric of the state. 

They declare that to give ar- 
bitrary powers of enforcement 
to an administrative agency 
could lead to harassment of ci- 
tizens. 

Education, they assert, is the 
only effective solution to prob- 
lems of discrimination in any 
field. 

Defeat by voters in a refer-

25 Years Ago: 
City Hired 
New Chief 
Of Police 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


April 29, 1938: 


At a meeting of the city 
council held Tuesday night, 
Foster Andrews, who for the 
past four years has been a lo- 
cal police officer, was promot- 
ed to the important post of 
Chief of Police. 

Chief Andrews has made an 
exceptionally fine record as a 
police officer and his promo- 
tion was well earned and de- 
served. 

Police commissioner Henry 
Carroll has for the past several 
years acted in the combined ca- 
pacity of Police Commissioner 
and Chief of Police, and al- 
though the duties of the two of- 
fices were rather arduous he 
did a most excellent job. 

He explained that the two 
jobs were just too much for 
one man to take care of suc- 
cessfully. 

Arthur Ryan, director of the 
San Mateo county area WPA, 
spent quite a bit of time ex- 
plaining to the council the ad- 
vantages of the recreational 
programs, and the council 
agreed that the advantages 
were too many to be passed up. 

Mayor James E. Cooper namr 
ed a citizens’ committee head- 
ed by councilman Hugo May to 
look into the matter and report 
back at the next meeting. 

Ryan stated that an outlay 
of $35 to $50 cash by the city 
per month would most likely 
bring a $500 or more outlay by 
the federal government.

‘Lobbists’ Prove 


(This is the second of a 
series of articles containing 
observations of the editor, 
made on a recent trip to the 
state capital.) 

The word “lobbyist” has fall- 
en out of favor. Much criticism 
has been heaped on the heads 
of those who, with special in- 
terest, attempt to plead special 
causes with legislators. 

Thus the representatives of 
special interests have changed 
their titles; they’re now ‘“‘legis- 
lative delegates” or ‘‘represen- 
tatives to the legislature.” 

Actually, though some lobby- 
ists in the past have abused 
their prerogatives, the modern 
legislative delegate is a horse 
of another color. And it’s pos- 
sible the legislature would pass 
worse laws and have less in- 
formation available if they 
weren’t on hand. 

The legislative delegates 


are registered and _ identi- 

fied; they have to pay a fee. 

Most of them are employed 

by responsible organizations 
which don’t believe in the 

old fashioned evils of anoth- 
er day — buying votes, for 
example. 

They believe, instead, that 
a legislative delegate can sway 
the opinions of the legislators 
by presenting accurate infor- 
mation which will help guide 
them to a reasonable decision. 

Many church groups have 
such delegates, as do major 
business groups who feel they 
might be discriminated against 
in the law. Professional groups 
maintain a watch on the legis- 
lature, too, so legislation ob- 
noxious to any particular one 
will be closely watched.

One bill before the commit- 
tee concerned itself with rais- 
ing the “force account” limit

Dept. Heads Submit Budgets; Executives Start Paring Them

The blue pencil is being 
worked in the county manag- 
er’s office as the time for sub- 
mitting the preliminary bud- 
get to the board of supervisors 
nears the May 1 deadline. 

Department heads have re- 
quested one of the smallest in- 
creases in several years indi- 
cating a desire to “hold the 
line,” a policy announced some 
weeks ago. The total requested, 
$43,888,369, is a new record, 
but this figure is by no means 
final County Manager E. R. 
Stallings said this week. 

With just two weeks before 
the preliminary budget goes to 
press, about $142 million has 
been cut from the ‘proposed ex- 
penditures. No one is making 
an estimate at this time how 
much the final budget will be. 

One thing is certain, Manag- 
er Stallings said, “the board of 
supervisors has adopted the 
policy that there will not be 
an increase in the tax rate,” 
and ‘we have every hope that 
the rate can be lowered for the 


fifth year in a row. This will 
depend on the remaining de- 
partmental studies and the val- 
uation roll.” 


San Mateo County can ex- 
pect to hold its favorable pos- 
ition in the state tax picture. 
The last available compari- 
sons show this county’s bud- 
get in 1962 required only 
20.2 per cent of the total tax 
take.

In the Garden: 


A Calendar 
For Summer 
Lawn Care 


A neat green lawn, free of 
weeds and brown spots, is the 
joy of a summer garden. And 
if you would enjoy such a treat 
the time to start working to- 
ward it is now. 

The secret of a good summer 
lawn is, without a doubt, set- 
ting up a simple program of 
lawn care. A little attention 
will go1a long way toward keep- 
ing your lawn green if you 
give that attention on a regular 
schedule. 

The single most important 
factor involved is proper wa- 
tering. Watering has special 
significance in California be- 
cause of our long season of 
drought which stretches from 
late spring into fall. Only 
through water penetration can 
the nutrients which keep a 
lawn healthy reach the roots 
and be absorbed. 

Often water penetration is 
hindered by a compacted soil, 
but just as often it is the gar- 
dener who stalls the process 
by failing to water frequently 
or adequately enough. Com- 
pacted soil can be improved by 
coring or spiking. Proper wa- 
tering can be guaranteed only 
by you. 

Never water by hand unless 
you are prepared to stand hold- 
ing a hose for more time than 
most of us have. Get a good 
sprinkler and learn to use it 
properly. Experts claim that 
each sprinkling should pene- 
trate to a depth of six inches 
and it takes about an inch of 
surface water to accomplish 
this. You can check this out by 
placing cans here and there on 
the lawn and seeing how long 
it takes your sprinkler to fill 
them to one inch. 

Weeds are the bane of sum- 
mer lawns and they also thrive 
on water. You easily can knock 
them out in a hurry, however, 
with one or another of the 
weed killers available. Start 
your weed control program 
now and you'll have little trou- 
ble from them in summer. 

Crab grass is immune to the 
standard broad-leaf killers, so 
ask your nurseryman about 
special treatment for it. It can 
be controlled easily when you 
start early enough to control it. 

Theories on lawn feeding 
have undergone a complete cy- 
cle of change in the past dec- 
ade or so. It once was thought 
that three or four heavy feed- 
ings a year were best for a 
lawn. Recent practice has in- 
dicated, however, that light 
monthly applications will keep 
a more even rate of growth 
and insure more regular color 
and beauty. 

Most lawn food manufactur- 


ers allow for this new approach | 
in their printed instructions on | 
fertilizer packages. If you're in| 


doubt about the amount of fer- 


tilizer to use, however, be sure | 


to consult a nurseryman. 
Starting sometime in spring 
and seen through the summer 


are occasional brown spots in | 
the lawn. When compaction | 


and inadequate water have 
been ruled out as causes for 
this phenomenon, the culprit 
is usually a fat little grub call- 
ed the sod webworm, which 


later hatches into a small, light | 


colored moth. 


Presence of these moths is | 
a’ good indication that trouble | 


could be imminent, but there's 
no need for worry since several 


good controls are on the mar- 


ket and all are applied easily 


As for mowing, the essential | 
here is a sharp mower. Never | 
hack away at your lawn with | 
dull mower blades since you | 


sueceed only in making a mess 


of things. Have your mower | 
sharpened at least once a year)
